ing document. It is accompanied by a 
map that is undergoing changes as we 
speak and sets indiscernible boundar- 
ies in bright colors. What is clear is 
that it will turn all zoning in Austin 
on its head. More than any other code 
rewrite, CodeNext takes the position 
that all previous zoning is inadequate 
to worthless. In that light, it redefines 


the entire process and procedures, cre- 
ating zoning categories based on the 
form of the building in some areas 
and based on use of the land in other 
areas. This conflict erupts throughout 
the code. It eliminates much of the 
compatibility standards in use for 
decades and strips citizens, landown- 
ers, renters, and neighborhoods of 
meaningful future input. The defini- 
tion section is unsupportive to the

are not defined or have cursory definitions, 
definable at the Planning Director's discretion or 
in some expensive court of law. 

What one is left with is the understanding that 
a limited number of people have allowed limited 
input in order to take upon themselves to redefine 
your rights. The land next to you might allow six 
cottages on it or it might not. It will definitely 
allow three dwelling units and up to two families 
per unit. It definitely will reduce on-site parking, 
transferring that obligation from the builder to the 
city streets owned by the citizens. 

CodeNext is much more than new uses on a 
lot, it is encroachment. It is an open invitation 
to abuse the rights of those living in Austin to 
enjoy their living quarters. No new parks are 
slated for the areas designated for more density. 
No modeling for flooding based on new meteo- 
rological data. No guarantees of compatibility of 
uses between adjacent lots. As a matter of fact, it 
is literally form over substance. It envisions more 
people with fewer amenities, and the new people 
can live in backyards next to you, actually five 
feet away. So the lot next to you, across Allan- 
dale, Crestview, Brentwood, Rosedale and on in 
all directions can have up to six families living 
there with no new onsite parking. It takes the 
walking paths in Allandale which are predomi- 
nantly in the street and forces the people, pets, 
bikes, and cars to use the remaining width. With 
a street width of thirty feet and cars taking up 
roughly eight feet in width each side, all other 
traffic has to fit within fourteen feet. It invites 
injury and congestion. 

The supposed reason for this density is so 
1.5% of folks can bike to work, 3% can walk to 
work, and less than 6% can take mass transit. 
The base building block for CodeNext remains 
the idea of creating affordable housing. But the 
cost of the lots remains a massive stumbling 
block. At roughly $350,000 per small lot in 
Allandale, new construction costs, and marketing 
costs, even two condos on a lot are selling for 
over $450,000 apiece. 

The real winners are not those looking to rent, 
those buying, or those remaining in their homes. 
The real winners are those who are developing the 
lots under the new guidelines. Austin currently is 
36% millennials with an average salary of $51,800. 
But with student debt and little in the way of sav- 
ings, millennials can afford to spend only 
$150,000 on a home. None of this works, especial- 
ly in light of the median house in Central Austin 
running at $460,000. Keep in mind, that If 
CodeNext defines affordability, I haven't located it. 
My assumption is 50% of the median household 
income for a family of four, much less than what 
millennials are making.

mescal, Cointreau, lime, and habanero 
shrub ($11; do not drink if your lips are 
chapped!) while the bride prefers the Lav- 
ender Underground: Highborn Texas 
Gin, house lavender, rosemary, and apple 
cider shrub ($9; chapped-lip friendly). 
I’ve also enjoyed the Green Light: Mono- 
polowa Vodka, house-juiced cucumber, 
and citrus ($9). 

Citizen has all-day breakfast with egg 
and non-egg choices (I do love me some 
all-day breakfast). The Nest includes two 
poached eggs on a bed of crispy fried veg- 
gie noodles all resting on wilted kale 
($10.50); good, but a little too kaley for 
me. The California Toast sure to be a hit 
with the Millenials— is Citizen’s gorgeous 
and tasty version of avocado toast: wheat 
toast (with a gluten-free option), fried 
egg, avocado, asparagus, and herb oil 
($8.50). We haven't tried them yet, but 
grain-free parsnip flapjacks ($9) sound 
intriguing. Dishes with scrambled eggs 
offer tofu scramble substitutes for vegans. 

For a vegetarian joint, Citizen is sur- 
prising light on the salad options, but

we've found the Citizen Power Bowl (qui- 
noa, avocado, kale, chickpeas, almonds, 
sunflower seeds, red peppers, tomato, and 
citrus vinaigrette) to be healthy and deli- 
cious ($11.50). 

Where Citizen shines is in its veggie 
burgers. Halfway through every burger 
the bride has eaten here, she exclaims 
with utter joy “This is the best veggie 
burger I’ve ever had.” I have to agree. The 
Citizen burger ($9) is a house wood- 
smoked patty made with white beans, 
chickpeas, mushrooms, citizen grain mix, 
kale, herbs, and spices dowsed with avo- 
cado ranch dressing. The Smoked Green 
Chili version substitutes chickpeas with 
New Mexican green chiles ($9; the for- 
mer desert-dwelling New Mexican in me 
winces at the all-too-common sin of mis- 
spelling chile; then again, this is not a 
spelling bee). There’s also a Paleo Burger 
made with sweet potato, cauliflower, 
mushrooms, onions, and toasted pecans 
served on a grain-free paleo bun dowsed 
with paleo aioli ($10.50). You can add a 
side of perfectly-fried and salted golden 
potato fries to a burger order ($3.50) or 


instead share a combo basket of potato 
fries, Texas Tumbleweed (crispy fried veg- 
gie noodles), and yucca (pronounced yoo- 
kah) fries ($8). 

Although we haven't tried them yet 
(we’ve been too enamored with the burg- 
ers...), Citizen offers a half-dozen fea- 
tured dishes including vegan chorizo 
nachos ($12), Bolognese ($11.5), 
shakshuka ($12), a BBQ “Pulled Plant” 
Sandwich ($11.5), and a curry dish 
($10.5). 

So if youre looking for a veggie cleanse 
after working through those top 50 bar- 
becue joints, are vegan/vegetarian, or are 
looking for something different, be a 
good citizen and try out the joy of plants 
at Citizen.

| t will come as no surprise when I say 
we are enduring a brutal summer. We're 
all noticing that certain plants and our 
lawns are suffering, a direct result of 
burning out the very humus needed to 
keep our soil and in turn, our plants 
healthy. 

What to do? Compost, compost, com- 
post to feed our beleaguered beneficial 
microbes, especially mycorrhizal fungi 
that help plants take up minerals through 
their symbiotic relationship with plant 
roots, (the only way plants can get them 
as they cannot process minerals via liquid 
or granulated chemical fertilizers). Miner- 
als are critically important in many meta- 
bolic processes in plants (and humans 
too). Should you need to remediate seri- 
ously damaged plants or dying patches of 
lawn, you can accelerate the healing pro- 
cess with Medina Soil Activator or horti- 
cultural molasses (liquid or dry) following 
package directions. To speed up the pro-

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cess, you can also add humate powder, a 
concentrated extract of compost. Do this 
now or through mid-late Sept. as all these 
items need some (but not excessive) heat 
to function, as they go dormant in cold 
weather. 

The best practice for year ‘round lawn 
care is to fertilize with a good organic fer- 
tilizer in early fall (late September — mid 
October). Then, in early spring, apply a 
quarter inch layer of compost rather than 
additional fertilizer. Fall fertilizing is best 
as it helps grass create and store carbohy- 
drates in the root system. This confers 
protection from severe cold and dryness. 
Try this and be pleased to see your grass 
emerge healthier and more rapidly in the 
spring. Then, spring composting will feed 
those precious soil microbes to help get 
through the summer- at least most of it. 

For fall planting of cool weather veg- 
gies in already existing beds, prepare soil 
(NO DIGGING so as not to destroy 
your soil-food web) by scratching in at 
least one inch of compost and mineral 
sands (not play or builder’s sand) accord- 


ing to package directions to restore min- 
erals to your soil so your soil-food web is 
“tuned up” and working to give you the 
healthiest veggies possible. That “conven- 
tional farming practices” ignore this step 
is the reason the nutritional quality of 
food has declined severely over many 
years. Water in well after adding amend- 
ments. Do this about three weeks before 
setting out early transplants, necessary for 
early starts because our soils need to cool 
down considerably before many cool sea- 
son crops can germinate in the ground. 
After the weather (soil) cools (mid-late 
October) many leafy greens, broccoli, car- 
rots, etc., can be direct seeded in ground. 
My favorite winter veggies are sugar-snap 
and snow peas, which can be direct seed- 
ed in late October or early November. 
These are long season crops so will pro- 
duce in March but worth the wait! Note: 
only local and organically oriented nurs- 
eries will carry horticultural molasses and 
humate, etc. Wishing all a productive gar- 
dening season! 3 


BUG OFF! Tick Control 
in the Yard

his article covers what to do about 
ticks in your yard. I didn’t want to 
make it too long, so I decided to just link 
to sources giving information on how to 
treat pets or yourself/ family. 
Ticks are arachnids with two body 
regions, eight legs (except the first stage 


out of the egg has only six legs and is 
called a seed tick), and no antennae. Ticks

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come in a variety of sizes depending upon if they are nymphs or 
adult, male or female, engorged or not. Ticks require a blood 
meal before molting to the next stage of their development and 
adult females require a blood meal before laying eggs. 

Since ticks can feed on multiple hosts during their lifetime, 
including humans and other animals, and they are capable of 
transmitting disease organisms through their bite. For more 
information on diseases transmitted by ticks see this link: 
https://www.cdc.gov/ticks/diseases/index.html. 

Ticks wait for hosts by climbing up vertical surfaces such as 
vegetation, fences or shrubbery. When a host brushes past, ticks 
grab on and locate a suitable spot for feeding. To reduce ticks in 
your yard you can try some or all of the following: 

" keep grass mowed 

=" clear brush, weeds, or overgrown areas 

" discourage wildlife 

= remove debris from the yard 

=" treat yard with insecticide making sure to go up surfaces as 
ticks will climb upwards to grab onto a passing host 

= treat pets

ince the writing of the June Neigh- 

borhood Watch article the Allandale 
Neighborhood Association’s Safety Com- 
mittee has monitored crime statistics and 
the list-serv, hosted a Neighborhood 
Watch info table at the Fourth of July 
parade with face painting, dealt with graf- 
fiti, helped with neighborhood issues, and 
attended a community forum. By the 
time the next newsletter hits doorsteps 
National Night Out parties will have 
already occurred. 


Crime stats: 

In the month of June there were no 
burglary of residences (BORs) and there 
were four in July— 5350 Burnet Road 
apartments, Parkview Drive, Borden 
Road, and Shoal Creek Boulevard. Detec- 
tive Bujanos, who is the investigator on 
two of the cases, said burglaries have been 
down city-wide and there was no specific 
mode of entry to be concerned about and 
no ongoing public safety concerns. His 
advice is to record all serial numbers of all 
electronics, write identifying numbers on 
other personal belongings, cut out and 
keep the bar code and serial number from 
the boxes of new electronics, and close 
curtains during the day as most of the 
burglaries occur between 10:00 a.m. and 
-2:00 p.m. when residents are at work. 


This keeps your house cooler as well. 

There were 15 Burglary of Vehicles 
(BOVs) in June but just one in July on 
West North Loop. As Janker noted on the 
list-serv, five of the June BOVs occurred 
between June 1 and 2 on Pinecrest, Bor- 
den, Bull Creek, and Greenlawn. The last 
day of the AISD school year was June 1, 
which may explain the spike. Cars that 
are locked with no valuables showing are 
much less likely to be broken into.

For those of you not on the list-serv or 
in the block captain Google group, resi- 


dent John Keohane was 
hacked by a fake AT&T 
email urging him to type 
in his name and password or he would be 
cut off in two days. Folks in John’s 
address book then received emails asking 
for a favor because he was in trouble and 
needed money. This scam is a great lesson 
for all of us to never give out passwords 
unless were sure of the source asking, use 
different passwords for different accounts, 
be especially divergent amongst accounts 
that involve money, and never click on 
anything from someone who is asking for 
a financial favor. 

Someone on the list-serv reminded us 
of a story posted on June 20, 2016, about 
keyless entry car thefts last summer in 
north Austin with a warning that there 
have been auto thefts in central west Aus- 
tin recently. The article noted that if you 
have a keyless entry and ignition car it is 
best to keep keys overnight in a closed 
container and have a tracking system for 
the vehicle.

2017, she decided to sell the property, and 
seven of her fellow potters and students 
didn’t want this place and special commu- 
nity to slip away, as one owner, Don Brim- 
berry explained.

currently supports 100 students with 
capacity to add another 25. 

On the artist side, 25 rental spaces are 
available and 43 potters are represented at 
Austin Pottery Studio & Gallery, over 
700 pieces, likely the largest such group 
in Central Texas. Owner Ron Lieberman, 
himself a software engineer, who has been 
involved with pottery on and off since 
high school and college, showed me 
around. This is the home of the private 
studios of several area potters, some full 
time production potters, with beautiful 
pieces of art, and functional pieces like a 
gorgeous sink Brimberry was crafting. 

This place is huge, over 5000 square 
feet of classroom areas including a space 
with 14 wheels, private and shared studio 
space, and the upfront gallery space. The 
color options on the glazing wall are lush! 
Two staffers are instrumental in the kiln 
firings of all pieces, and Ron reminded 
me pottery is not instant-satisfaction: 
from creation to completion is typically 
three weeks. With the purchase of a class 
and a bag of clay, you get access to all 
materials, the space, the excellent instruc- 


tors, the glazes, the kiln firings, and of 
course, immersion in a really special com- 
munity. 

I think the coolest thing about this 
group of seven owners is the varied back- 
grounds coming together around a love of 
pottery and a goal of continuing the com- 
munity.
